1 . FOLLOWING IS ROUGH SUMMARY OF NEW EC COMMISSION 
SAFEGUARDS DISCUSSION PAPER REPORTED REFTEL. 

2. INTRODUCTION. NOTES CERTAIN "HESITATION'TN 

EC 1973 AND 1975 MANDATES TOWARDS THE NOTION OF 
MODIFIED SAFEGUARDS PROCEDURES AND SUGGESTS THAT A 
PERIOD OF "SUPPLEMENTARY REFLECTION" IS NOW 
WARRANTED. 

3. GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS. 
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A. SUGGESTS COMMUNITY CONSIDER HOW SAFEGUARD 
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CHANGES CAN SERVE ITS DUAL INTEREST AS EXPORTER 
(MORE DISCIPLINE ON OTHERS) AND AS IMPORTER (MORE 
EFFICACIOUS, SUPPLE AND PRACTICAL DEFENSE). DOES 
NOT FORECAST WHAT OUTCOME OF SUCH CONSIDERATIONS 
SHOULD BE. 

B. NOTES THAT OTHER COUNTRIES (ESPECIALLY JAPAN 
AND SOME LDCS) WILL PRESS EC INCREASINGLY FOR 
ELIMINATION OF QUANTITATIVE RESTRICTIONS. IN ORDER 
TO MEET THIS PRESSURE, COMMUNITY WILL NEED TO DEFINE 
MORE CLEARLY RELATIOSHIP OF QRS TO SAFEGUARDS; 

IN MEANTIME NOT MUCH CAN BE DONE IN EITHER FIELD. 
COMMUNITY NEEDS AN "INTERNAL PLAN" ON QR LIBERALIZATION 
IN ORDER TO CLARIFY AN APPROACH ("EXTERNAL PLAN") ON 
SAFEGUARDS. 

C. EC SAFEGUARDS POSITION MUST TAKE EXPLICIT 
ACCOUNT OF (1) EXISTING RESTRICTION APPLIED AGAINST 
EASTERN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES, (2) RESTRICTIONS APPLIED 
AGAINST JAPAN UNDER SOME NATIONAL SYSTEMS 
WITHIN THEEC. (3) SPECIAL AND MORE STRICT SAFEGUARD 
PROVISIONS IN EC PREFERENTIAL ARRANGEMENTS INCLUDING 
THOSE WITH EFTA COUNTRIES, MEDITERRANEAN COUNTRIES, 

AND ACP COUNTRIES. ALL OF THESE EXISTING MEASURES 
EMBODY A SELECTIVE APPROACH AND THUS IT WOULD BE 
"LOGICAL AND PRACTICAL" IN EXAMINING EXISTING SAFE- 
GUARD RULES TO MAKE PROVISION FOR SELECTIVITY INTO 
WHICH THESE ARRANGEMENTS CAN BE FITTED. PART- 
ICULARLY THOSE IN THE THIRD CATEGORY. 

4. "ORIENTATIONS TO KEEP IN MIND." 

A. OBSERVES THAT ARTICLE XIX IS CURRENTLY ADEQUATE 

TO PERMIT NECESSARY ACTION ON PARTICULAR PRODUCTS OR FOR 
INDUSTRIES ON THE VERGE OF COLLAPSE ("VOIRE 
D'EFFONDREMENT"). 

B. DIFFICULTY OF XIX IS IN DEALING WITH PROBLEM 
OF PARTICULAR COUNTRY OR COUNTRIES AS SOURCE OF 
DISRUPTIVE IMPORTS. HERE THE QUESTION OF DISCRIMINATION 
SHOULD BE CONSIDERED AS MATTER OF EQUITY FOR EXPORTER, 

I.E., IT IS NOT FIAR TO DISCRIMINATE AGAINST INNOCENT, 
NON-DISRUPTIVE EXPORTERS WITH ACROSS-THE-BOARD 
SAFEGUARD MEASURES. THEREFORE SELECTIVE APPLICATION 
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NECESSARY AND MOREOVER THERE SHOULD BE NO COMPENSATION 
FOR, OR RETALIATION BY, THE EXPORTER SINGLED OUT 
FOR THIS TREATMENT. (COMMENT: OUR SOURCE 
ATTRIBUTED THIS "PIECE OF SOPHISTRY" ON DISCRIMINATION 
TO MEYNELL.) IN LIGHT OF THESE CONSIDERATIONS, 

COMMUNITY WILLL HAVE TO INDICATE NATURE OF NEW 
PRINCIPLES AND SUPPLEMENTARY RULES IT IS SEEKING AND 
MUST MAKE CLEAR THAT THEE IMPLY NO RELAXATION 
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OF DISCIPLINE ON SAFEGUARD MEASURES. ON 
CONTRARY THEY WOULD INVOLVE CLARIFICATION OF CRITERIA. 
LEADING TO A MORE OBJECTIVE BASIS FOR SAFEGUARD 
ACTION. ELABORATION OF A SAFEGUARD CLAUSE, "COMPLETED 
IN THE SEINSE OF SELECTIVITY." WOULD NEED TO INCLUDE 
PROVISIONS ON (1) PRICING OF DISRUPTIVE IMPORTS. 

(2) QUANTITIES OF DISRUPTIVE IMPORTS, AND (3) THE 
"CUMULATIVE CONCEPT" - ADDITIVE DISRUPTIVE IMPACT OF 
IMPORTS FROM SEVERAL (BUT NOT NECESSARILY ALL) 

SOURCES. (COMMENT: THIS SECTION PRESUMABLY REFLECTS 
MEYNELL EFFORT TO TRANSFER SEVERAL MFA FEATURES INTO 
GENERAL SAFEGUARDS APPROACH.) 

C. DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. THERE SHOULD BE NO 
GENERAL EXEMPTION FOR SAFEGUARDS AGAINST LDC EXPORTS, 
BUT DIFFERENTIAL TREATMENT MAY BE POSSIBLE IN AREA OF 
BASE LEVELS FOR RESTRICTIONS, PERMITTED GROWTH 

RATES AND SOME ASSURED SHARE OF ANY 
QUANTITAIIVE LIMITATIONS IMPOSED. AS TO NECESSITY OF 
ADJUSTMENT ASSISTANCE LINKED TO SAFEGUARD MEASURES, 
PAPER RAISES BUT DOES NOT SUGGEST ANSWER. 

(COMMENT: WE KNOW OF NO MEMBER STATE WILLING TO 
ACCEPT MANDATORY LINK OF ADJUSTMENT ASSISTANCE TO 
SAFEGUARD MEASURES.) 

D. PROCEDURES. THERE WILL NEED TO BE "RIGOROUS 
PRIOR CONSULTATIONS" WITH EXPORTING COUNTRIES (WHICH 
COMMISSION BELIEVES FEASIBLE WITH A GOOD MONITORING 
SYSTEM). NEED POSSIBILITY FOR "FRIENDLY SOLUTIONS" 
LEADING TO AUTO-LIMITATIONS (VRAS). (COMMENT: OUR 
SOURCE STARTLED TO SEE VRA FEATURE PRESENTED AS 
"PROCEDURAL.") WILL NEED TO HAVE DETAILED REPORTING 
FROM COUNTRIES, AT INITIATIVE OF GATT IF 
NECESSARY, AND, COMPLEMENTING THIS, PROVISIONS FOR 
RECOMMENDATIONS BY GATT TO PARTIES TO A SAFEGUARD 
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ACTION. 

5. CONCLUSIONS. ON SAFEGUARDS 

A. PROGRESS IS DESIRABLE, IF ONLY 

AS AN ELEMENT OF REASSURANCE PERMITTING AN EFFORT ON 
QRS. 

B. ARTICLE XIX NEEDS TO BE REINFORCED TO PROVIDE 
FOR "EMERGENCY ACTION ON IMPORTS FROM PARTICULAR 
COUNTRIES" AS IT NOW DOES FOR "EMERGENCY ACTION ON 
IMPORTS OF PARTICULAR PRODUCTS" (LATTER BEING 
DESCRIPTIVE TITLE OF ART XIX IN GATT INSTRUMENT). 
COMPLETION OF ART IN THIS SENSE WOULD INVOLVE 
SUPPLEMENTARY CRITERIA AND SURVEILLANCE FOR USE IN 
DISCIPLINING SELECTIVITY WHICH WOULD BE PERMITTED. 
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C. SAFEGUARD EXERCISE SHOULD NOT BE ALLOWED TO 
DISTRUB SPECIFIC SAFEGUARD CLAUSES IN EAST EUROPEAN 
ACCESSION PROTOCOLS AND EC PREFERENTIAL AGREEMENTS. 

D. COMMUNITY SHOULD ABSTAIN FROM TAKING AN 
INITIATIVE ON SAFEGUARDS, ESPECIALLY IN VIEW OF 
RETICENCE OF JAPAN "AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES" 

(SIC: LDCS HAVE NOT BEEN PARTICULARLY RETICIENT). EC 
SHOULD, HOWEVER, BE ATTENTIVE TO PROPOSALS FROM OTHERS.
